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Mexico’s Post-war Requirements 


Opportunities for Good Quality 
United Kingdom Goods

covering various countries and designed to give British 
exporters an indication of wartime changes and post-war 
opportunities in overseas markets. 


This Review gives an account of Mexico’s pre-war 
economy, touching upon the special effect of the Con- 
stitution of 1917 and the “Six Year Plan” of 1934 on 

’ the trend of the Republic’s economic development. 

The war has accelerated industrial development in 
Mexico, but there has been no change in the policy of 
economic nationalism, which was one of the motives 
underlying the Six Year Plan. Many new industrial 
enterprises have been formed, among them being the 
establishment of a blast furnace with a daily capacity of 
500 tons of pig iron and a blast furnace and rolling mill 
with a total output of rolled products estimated at over 
100,000 a year. Factories producing rayon, fluorescent 
electric light bulbs, cement and others covering a wide 
range of commodities have also come into operation. 

While Mexico is unlikely to attain complete self- 
sufficiency in many of the manufactures which have 
grown up since the war it is probable that in due course 
cement, raw rayon, motor car and forry tyres and certain 
iron and steel manufactures will no longer be imported. 
Other articles in which keen competition from local 
manufacture may be anticipated are*paints, decorative 
tiles and glassware.

It is to be expected that Mexico will offer a good 
market for imported goods in the post-war period. The 
general effect of the war will probably be to increase the 
purchasing power of the higher income groups while 
leaving that of the lower income groups relatively un- 
affected. The!market for imported goods will be largely the 
same in kind as before the war, but purchasing capacity 
will be greater and imported goods may require to be 
of higher quality in order to compete successfully. 


Analysing the probable post-war market for con- 
sumer goods, the Review points out that although the 
expanding local textile industry is now finding a 
temporary export market in Central and South America, 
it is unlikely that it will be able to supply the needs of 
the home market for United Kingdom specialities such 
as worsted suitings, lace, fine shirtings, handkerchiefs, 
velvets and carpets. The Review continues :— 


“‘Unless United Kingdom prices should reach an 
unduly high level, there should also be good prospects 
for cotton, rayon and woollen piece-goods of distinc- 
tive patterns and quality, and for rayon yarns, until 
the new rayon plants now projected come into full 
production. 

“‘ In addition to the textiles mentioned above, other 
consumer goods formerly imported from the United 
Kingdom, in which United Kingdom exporters should 
be able to regain their trade, include soft haber- 
dashery, biscuits, tea, spirits, chemicals, fine pottery, 
fine plate-glass, sports goods, bicycles, fire-fighting 
equipment, needles and steel pens, etc. The pre- 
viously existing market for tinned foodstuffs, drugs, 
tiles and iron sheets and tubes may well prove more 
competitive, owing to the creation of Mexican fac- 
tories, but unless the powers taken by the Mexican 
Government to control imports are exercised so as to 
exclude foreign supplies, at least a part of the market 
previously held by United Kingdom goods will be re- 
obtainable.”

As regards capital goods, there is likely to be a con- 
siderable demand for machinery and equipment of all 
kinds, not only for industry, but for agriculture, the oil 
industry, the railways and for public works. The textile 
industry, in particular, should offer a good market for 
the United Kingdom exporter both for new machinery 
and replacements. 
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Wholesale Prices in June 


The following table shows the movement of wholesale prices in the last thirteen months in each of the eleven groups of com- 
modities specified. It also shows the changes over the same period in prices of (a) industrial materials classified according to 
stage of manufacture, and (b) building materials. All the commodities included in (a) and (b) are also included in their 
appropriate commodity groups (V-XI). In cases where the Government buys a commodity at one price and resells it at a 
lower one (e.g. home-produced meat) the subsidised price is the one used for the index; where different prices are charged 
according to the use to which the article is put (e.g. in the case of sugar and flour) a weighted average of these is taken.

Wholesale prices in June, as measured by the Board of Trade 
index number, rose by 1 per cent. compared with May. This 
was largely due to a rise of 2-4 per cent. in food prices, industrial 
materials and manufactures showing an increase of only 0-2 
percent. Since August 1939 the aggregate increases have been : 
all articles 73 per cent., food and tobacco 77 per cent., and 
industrial materials and manufactures 71 per cent. 

The re-grouped data, in which the prices of industrial materials 
and manufactures (except fuel) are classified according to the 
stage of completion reached by the products concerned showed 
increases of 0-4 per cent. and 0-5 per cent. for basic materials 
and intermediate products respectively, and no appreciable 
change for manufactured articles. In comparison with August 
1939, the increases were: basic materials 98 per cent., inter- 
mediate products 75 per cent., and manufactured articles 48 per 
cent. Prices of building materials were 0-4 per cent. higher 
than in May, the rise since the outbreak of war being 51 per 
cent. 

The much greater rise since pre-war shown for basic materials 
might suggest that the price of (say) raw wool had advanced 
much more than those of wool yarn and cloth, but this con- 
clusion would be almost wholly false. In general, there is not a 
very great difference between the price rises shown at the various 
stages of manufacture of any one material, and in several cases 
the rise has actually been least for the raw material because the 
full effect of a subsidy is visible there. The true explanation 
of the greater rise shown by the raw materials index is essentially 
that it contains various items, such as paper-making materials, 
which have increased enormously in price and for which there 
is no quotation available at later stages of manufacture ; similarly, 
the index for intermediate products is raised above that for 
manufactured articles mainly because it includes timber. 


Prick CHANGES In CommopiITy GROUPS 


The table in the adjoining column shows the number of items 
included in each of the groups of commodities distinguished in 
compiling the index number, and the percentage changes in 
each group comparing prices in June with those of a month 
and a year earlier, and with those of the last pre-war month. 


Food and Tobacco : The decrease of 0-3 per cent. in the “ cereals ”’ 
group was entirely due to falls of 1 per cent. and 1} per cent. 
during the month in the prices of English malting and gazette 
average barley. The dominating change in the “ other food” 
group was an average rise of 75 per cent. in the price of potatoes. 
This was largely the result of increased prices of all kinds of 
potatoes following the removal, on May 26, of the subsidy to 
licensed merchants—this was restored on June 24—and partly 
to the gradual disappearance at this time of the year of old crops 


and their replacement by new at higher prices. The controlled 
prices of tomatoes was raised on May 28 from 13s. 6d. to 14s. 5d. 
per 12 lbs. and was reduced on June 18 to 13s. 2d., the net 
effect of these changes being an average rise of 3 per cent. Apples 
showed an increase of about 24 per cent., as a result of the higher 
controlled price which came into operation on May 17 and which 
was not, therefore, fully reflected in the index for May. Brazilian 
coffee prices fell by somewhat over 8 per cent. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures : There were few signifi- 
cant changes in these groups during June. The largest rise— 
2-7 per cent. in the “non-ferrous metals” group—was caused by 
average increases of 13 per cent., 8 per cent. and 14 per cent. in

Private Trade with France: It is understood that the French 
Government is now prepared to grant, on the conditions men- 
tioned below, licences for import on private account of : Spare 
parts and replacements for all types of machinery and equipment, 
other manufactured products in quantities less than 5 tons in 
weight and less than £5,000 in value (excluding industrial plant 
and machine tools, agricultural machinery and milk cans, coal 
mining machinery, trucks, hand tools, footwear, and hand 
sewing needles), breeding animals, seeds, books and publications. 

Importers will apply in France to the appropriate authorities 
for import licences, and when these are issued will be able to 
obtain the foreign exchange necessary for the purchases. 

Exporters’ attention is drawn to the fact that French import 
licences will only be granted in respect of goods required to meet 
the essential needs of France. 

Normal United Kingdom export licensing procedure will apply 
to goods subject to licence on export under the Export of 
Goods (Control) Order, and applications should be made to the 
Export Licensing Department, 4 Fenchurch Avenue, London, 
E.C.3, either directly or through the usual channels for the goods 
concerned, 

Applications for shipping facilities must be made in duplicate, 
yiving the usual information, and, in addition, the French 
import licence number. They should be addressed to the Com- 
mercial Counsellor to the French Embassy, 3 Albert Hall Man- 
sions, London, 8.W.7, and must be accompanied by two copies 
of the relevant invoices. One copy of the application, endorsed 
if necessary with the shipping priority, will be forwarded by the 
Commercial Counsellor to the “Service du Transit,’ French 
Purchasing Mission, 20 Queen Anne Street, London, W.1, and 
one copy of the invoice will be returned to the applicant, similarly 
endorsed, All other correspondence concerning shipment should 
be conducted direct between the applicant and the “ Service du 
Transit ” above mentioned. 

Exporters are informed that goods should be consigned to 
{MPEX (for the importers’ account) at port of unloading in 
France. 

The French Government is also prepared to issue licences to 
export from France on private account. As stated in the Board 
of Trade Journal of April 21, the position with regard to private 
imports into the United Kingdom from France is in general 
similar to that with regard to imports on private account from 
other overseas countries.

Chamois Leather and Skiver : Maximum prices have been fixed 
for chamois leather and skiver by a Board of 'Trade Order made 
in consultation with the Central Price Regulation Committee.

the prices of zinc, lead and brass, respectively. The prices of 
these metals were raised on June 11, so that the full effect was 
not reflected in the June ‘‘ index number” ; the zinc quotation, 
which rose by 21 per cent., had previously been unchanged since 
December 1939. 

The prescribed prices of cotton yarns and cloths were raised 
on June 11, mainly to allow for higher labour costs. The 
increases for those yarns included in the index was 7 per cent. 
for Egyptian and 4 per cent. for American. The rebates to con- 
verters of utility cloths were increased, so that utility cloth prices 
were virtually unchanged, but the price of industrial canvas, 
which is not subsidised, was increased by just over 3 per cent. 
The only other significant movement was an average rise of 2 per 
cent. for white lead paint (‘‘ chemicals and oils” group).

Tennis and Golf Balls from Synthetic Rubber : No tennis balls or 


golf balls have been mado for between three and four years 
because of the extreme shortage of natural rubber. 

Experiments have been made with synthetic rubber, however, 
and the Board of Trade announce that manufacture of tennis 
and golf balls from this material will begin shortly. 

The Board of Trade wish it to be understood that it will not be 
possible at present to produce more than a limited amount of 
these goods, and that the number of tennis and golf balls which 
will be available for the home civilian market will necessary be 
very small for some time.

Braces : As there appears to be some uncertainty about the re- 
introduction of elastic into braces, the Board of Trade wish to 
make it clear that no change in the regulations has yet been made, 
and that the use of elastic is still entirely prohibited in all braces, 
both utility and non-utility, for the home trade. 

There is unlikely to be any immediate relaxation in the restric- 
tion on the use of elastic in braces, and the Board of Trade will 
consult the brace manufacturers and distributors before taking 
any decision in the matter.

Argentina : Sale of Products, for Curing Animal Scab: Tho 
Secretary (Commercial) to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires has 
forwarded a translation of Resolution No. 1107/45, dated March 
15, 1945, which provides that products destined for curing 
animal scab must first be tested by the Direccion de Patologia 
Animal and then approved by the Direccion General de Gana- 
deria. Only approved products may be sold from September 1, 
1945. 

Manufacturers and importers of animal dips are required to 
register with the Direccion de Patologia Animal.

Control of Wool: The Minister of Supply has made two new 
Control of Wool Orders which came into force on July 5, 1945. 

The Control of Wool (No. 24) Order, 1945 (S. R. & O 1945 
No. 800, price Id.) amends the Control of Wool (No. 5) Order, 
1939, under which merino and cross-bred wool imported from 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa and territories in America 
south of the Panama Canal (including the Falkland Islands) was 
requisitioned by the Minister. 

The effect of the Amending Order is that such wool, if it has 
arrived in the United Kingdom before July 5, 1945, will remain 
under requisition: if it arrives in the United Kingdom on or 
after that date, it will not be requisitioned but particulars of it 
are to be sent to the Wool Controller. 

Price Control and licensing of disposal continue. 

The Uontrol of Wool (No, 25) Order, 1945 (S. R. & O. 1945 
No. 801, price 1d.) revokes and remakes in consolidated form with 
amendments the previous Orders and parts of Orders providing 
maximum prices for wool. 

The only alterations (other than formal amendments incidental 
to the consolidation) are (1) a revised schedule of maximum 
prices is provided ; and (2) wool for incorporation in articles to 
be exported is exempt from price control.

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Instructions for ascertaining Maximum Prices. 1. The 
maximum prices for items Nos. 1-31 are for the material delivered 
Bradford or area in which consumed. 

All maximum prices set out above apply only to goods of 
the quality and type commonly known in the wool industry as 
of standard quality and type. In the case of goods of any other 
quality and type the prices applicable shall be in proportion. 
The expression “in proportion” in relation to the price applic- 
able to any goods has the meaning which is commonly given to 
that expression in the said industry. 

3. Where any wool for which a price has been ascertained 
under the foregoing provisions is wool which has been priced by 
or in proportion to any of the items Nos. 32-41, then the maxi- 
mum price for that wool shall be ascertained by adding to that 
price the figure of 3d. per lb.

Control of Bolts, Nuts, ete. : The Minister of Supply has made the 
Control of Bolts and Nuts, etc. (No. 8) Order, 1945 (S. R. & O,

The Order revokes all previous Control of Bolts, Nuts, ete., 
Orders and removes all restrictions on the acquisition aud dis- 
posal of bolts, nuts, screws, screw studs, washers and rivets.

ARGENTINA 


Tax on Luxury Goods: H.M. Ambassador at Buenos Aires 
reports that a decree No. 9907, dated May 4, 1945, and published 
in the “ Boletin Oficial’’ of May 9, provides for all luxury articles 
to be subject to an inland revenue tax of 5 per cent. on the total 
sales price to the public as from June 1, 1945. 

For the purposes of the decree the following goods are con- 
sidered as luxury articles :— 

Natural or cultivated pearls; precious or semi-precious cut 
stones whether natural, reconstructed or artificial, and the goods 
comprised in the following groups, provided that the materials 
mentioned in this paragraph or those specified in each group enter 
into their composition in any manner or proportion. 

I. The following when they contain silver, gold, platinum or 
alloys thereof : 

(a) Jewellery. 

(b) Medals. 

(c) Coins having ornamental additions affixed since minting. 
(d) Monograms or appliqués. 

II. The following when they contain silver, gold, platinum or 
alloys thereof or tortoise-shell, ivory, amber, coral, meerschaum 
or rock-crystal : 

(a) Articles of personal use, i.e. all articles which can be 
carried on the person or in one’s clothes. 

I1I. The following when they contain silver, gold, platinum, 
their alloys or a coating thereof, or uncut, natural or recon- 
structed, precious or semi-precious stones, or tortoise-shell, ivory, 
amber, coral, meerschaum, rock-crystal, onyx, alabaster, porce- 
lain or crystal : 

(a) Articles used for prizes and commemorations. 

(b) Articles for use in the home, office or business. 

(c) Instruments and small tools for toilet or beauty needs 
or receptacles for keeping products for these uses. 

(d) Travelling goods and accessories. 

(e) Pieces and sets for games, whether scientific or for 
entertainment and their boxes. 

[V. The following when they contain silver, gold, platinum, 
their alloys or coating, or uncut, precious or semi-precious, 
natural or reconstructed stones, or tortoise-shell, ivory, amber, 
coral, meerschaum, rock-crystal, onyx, alabasters, porcelains, 
crystal, nickel, copper, bronze, brass or cast iron : 

(a) Apparatus for any kind of interior lighting. 
Materials forming parts of lamp-holders, plugs, switches 
and conductors will not be taken into account. 


V. The following when they contain silver, gold, platinum, 
their alloys or coating, or uncut, precious or semi-precious, 
natural or reconstructed stones, or tortoise-shell, ivory, amber, 
coral, meerschaum, rock-crystal, onyx, alabaster, porcelain, 
crystal, nickel, copper, bronze, brass, cast iron, cut, engraved or 
decorated glass, decorated or relief ceramic or hand-worked 
marble, stones or hard woods : 

(a) Aricles of decoration for the home, office or business 
premises, i.e. those whose purpose is to contribute to the 
embellishment of surroundings without any other specific 
use. 

VI. The following miscellaneous articles : 

(a) Silver horse fittings and articles of sadlery and harness 
which contain silver, gold or platinum in any form or pro- 
portion. 

(b) Carpets, plushes and tapestries of any type and of any 
material and skins prepared as carpets, except sheep and goat 
skins. 

(c) Clocks and watches for personal use, alarm clocks, 
standing clocks, mantle clocks, wall clocks or clocks for 
vehicles made of any substance or material, and the apparatus 
used with them. 

(d) Articles used for games of chance, billiard tables whose 
surface is greater than one square metre and the cues, balls and 
pegs for billiards. 

(e) Suitcases, trunks and other leather products in the 
manufacture of which leather, fibre, or cloth is employed, 
except bags for schoolchildren, postmen and messengers, 
wooden trunks lined with canvas and tinplate and cloth bags 
without a lock. 

(f) Cured skin suitable for furriers’ use and articles of per- 
sonal clothing, for the home or for travelling made from such 
skins. 

The new measure supersedes Article 14 of the Inland Revenue 
Law (No. 11,252 of November 12, 1923) which provided that 
precious stones, jewellery and objects of adornment of silver, gold 
and platinum or those containing up to 20 per cent. of these 
metals were subject to a tax of 50 centavos per $10 pesos when 
their sales price, including this tax, exceeded $100 pesos. 

Manufacturers, importers and dealers in the goods concerned 
are required to register with the Inland Revenue authorities. 
Persons importing luxury goods for their own use need not, 
however, register ; in such cases the tax will be levied before 
clearance through the Customs on the basis of the final landed 
value.

UNITED KINGDOM—EGYPT 


Extension of Provisional Commercial Agreement: With re- 
ference to the previous notice under the above heading in the 
Board of Trade Journal of May 20, 1944 (page 188), the Board 
of Trade are informed that the Provisional Commercial Agree- 
ment between the United Kingdom and Egypt, providing for 
the mutual accord of most-favoured-nation treatment for 
goods, which was due to expire on February 16th last, is to 
remain in force for a further period of one year until February 16, 
1946, by virtue of an Exchange of Notes dated February 16, 1945, 
and March 14, 1945, unless previously replaced by a treaty 
regulating definitely the commercial relations between the two 
countries.

ECUADOR—COLOMBIA 


Commercial Treaty: H.M. Minister at Quito has forwarded 
translations of a commercial treaty between Ecuador and 
Colombia, signed on July 6, 1942, and of a supplementary 
agreement, signed on October 14, 1943, modifying an article of 
the treaty, which have now been ratified by both countries. 


Ratifications were exchanged at Quito on April 4, 1945, from 
which date the treaty came into force. 

The treaty provides inter alia for reciprocal unconditional 
most-favoured-nation treatment in customs matters, shipping, 
exchange control and import quotas. Each country also permits 
the entry from the other of certain goods free of import duty. 

The treaty remains in force until April 4, 1948, and it will 
continue after that date subject to six months’ notice of ter- 
mination.

It has been our policy to continue to maintain the high quality of 
our products as far as is possible and we have made every endeavour 
to make the best use of the materials available to us. 

It is my duty and pleasure on this occasion to thank the staff 
and employees, both at home and overseas, for their loyal and un- 
stinted service during what has proved to be another difficult year. 

The trading profits of the group for the year 1944 show an increase 
of £50,986. In addition to this increase in trading profits, the 
deductions for charges, including taxation, are lower by £4,943, 
leaving the net profit of £315,729, showing an increase of £55,929. 
The year 1943, however, benefited by a refund of excess profits tax 
amounting to £52,658, but there is no such credit arising in the year 
under review. With the amount brought forward from the year 1943

the available profits at £368,399 show an increase of £3,488. After
